The 
information . received at the Navy 
Department today that Chile had 
just completed negotiations for the purchase 
of a new 3,000-ton cruiser from the Arm- 
strongs of England, is additional evidence in 
the minds of navy people that‘Chile does not 
intend to apologize but means to fight. As 
long as these warlike domgs are kept up by 
Chile it may be depended upon that there will 
be no let up in the preparations from this end 
of the line. The activity begun weeks ago 
continues in all branches of both the army 
and navy. 
is Making Up New Details. 

The Navy Departinent is engaged today in 
making up the detail of officers and men for 
the merchant steamer Qhio, recently chartered 
from the American liné for conversion into a 
floating machine-shop and supply vessel. All 
the officers except the commanding officer and 
engineers have been detinitely decided upon. 
The command rests between Commanders F. 
E. Chadwick and C. F: Goodrich. Tie detail 
as made up comprises Lieuts. Arthur P. 
Nazro, executive officer, William H. El 
liott, navigator, Lieut. A. E. Culver, 
Ensigns Charlies S. Ripley and S.S. Robin- 
son, Paymaster John. N. Speel, and Lieut. 
Charles H. Lauckheimer in charge of the 
marines, ‘The departtnent. hopes to have this 
vessel in commission and ready to sail in less 
than a fortnight. The Ohio and the San 
Benito of the Southefn Pacific line are the 
only two vessels thus far formally chartered 
by the government, but, as previously stated 
in these dispatches, arrangements have been 
made. to . bring fifteen or twenty other mer- 
chant vessels inte prompt requisition as tor- 
pedo’ boats, cruisers, and transports a8 soon an 
Congress acts. 

The Navy Department is also pushing ahead 
with renewed vigor the work on the Vesuvius 
and Cushing, the four single-turreted moni- 
tors, the four old wooden vessels, and Charles- 
ton at Mare Island, thus showing it is the in- 
tention to utilize every possible naval vessel 
that has not already been put in serviceable 
condition. Commodore Folger is endeavor- 
ing to hurry up work there on some modern 
armor-piercing * projectiles.which are badly 
needed. While this activity continues in the 


navy the army people are also exerting every , 


effort to prepare for the proper equipment 
the land forces and forthe protection of the 
home coasts. ; 

It is known. that some time since several 
steamers were examined as to their qualifica- 
tions for tramsport duty by officers of the 
navy. At the game time several tugs were ex- 
amined as to their qualifications for use as 
torpedo but none came up to the re- 
quirements, ‘ Since then the tug Fearless has 
been built by the Union iron works fer Spreck- 
els Bros., and, as it has the requisite speed, 
it is known that.it is looked upon favorably 
for service. ‘Telegrams from the East state 
that the Pacific Mai! company has offered to 
have sixteen steamships, capable of carrying 
1,200 men each, ready for sea in from one to 
two weeks; but if such 1s the case a great ma- 
jority of them must be on the Atiantic seaboard. 
Those in charge of the company’s affairs on 
this side profess to know nothing regarding 
the offer. At present several ocean-going 
steamers are laid: up here owing to lack of 
business, and some of these vessels might be

AS A NAVAL REPAIR SHIP, 


The Ohio Will Be Made a Floating Ma- 
chine-Sheop for Use at Sea. 

Bosron, Mass., Jan. 25.—[Special. |—Com- 
modore Selfridge, Commandant of the Charles- 
town Navy-Yard, said this mornmg: “I have 
received in this morning’s mail orders from 
the Secretary of the Navy to be on the lookout 
for the American line steamship Ohio, which 
left Philadelphia at 4:30 p. m. yesterday, and 
to go ahead upon sts arrival as rapidly as pos- 
sible in fitting 1t out as a floating machine repair 
shop for use in Chilean waters should war be 
’ ‘We expect it here tomorrow morn- 
ing, as it left Philadelphia yesterday after- 
noon. We are to. immediately place 
it in the dry dock. It is to be 
thoroughly overhauled, particularly its 
engines, boilers, and nachinery, and ite bot- 
tom cleaned and sctaped. We have ample 

achinery at the yard to fit it out in a first- 

lass manner. It will be fitted out asa work- 
shop on the lower deck, and shafting will be 
placed to run the tools, with special bearings 
applicable to sea service. A small iron and 
steel plate rolling thachine will be put in, also 
lathes, punches, and tools in use on steel gen- 
erally. None of our vessels can take care of 
its own repairs, and the Ohio will be used for 
the engaged, should they be disabled 
in any , haying on hand a competent force 
mechanics.” —_,

ILLINOIS NATIONAL GUARD READY. 


Stirring War Talk with Members of the 
State’s Efficient Militia, 

The following members of: the Illinois 

National Guard were asked yesterday for their 

opinions on the Chilean war situation, and 


commands out of the country. There would 
have to be a call for volunteers, but I think the 
response would be so general from the militia 
that it could retain its several organizations in the 
volunteer army and its own officers. There 
would be no difficulty in securing men, Already 
more mén have tendered their services in case of 
war than the government can use. | 

Capt. William P. Dusentierry, Company E, Sec- 
ond Infantry—I am not tendering the services of 
my company to the State. It is already in the 
State service and I am serenely awaiting orders. 
The boys are enthasiastic, ready, and willing to 
go to the front whenever ordered. Moen who are 
veterans, who formerly served in the National 
Guard but are now out of the service, arb putting 
in an appearance at the Armory and all appear 
éager to reSnlist in case war should be declared. 
An ex-army officer offered me $500 if I would let 
him go in my place, but the offer was declined. 

Lieut. Alfred Russell, Battery ~The battery 
is ready for duty and the boys ali anxious to go 
to the front. We have sixty men in command, 
but the number would be increased 100 per cent 
within a week, for many of the ex-members would 
reénlist for the war. We hbave good Gattling 
guns, thecommand is weil drilled, and is com- 
posed of young and hardy men. Lieut. Allen is 
now incommand and is an able officer, having 
commanded a battery during the war. Battery 
D will be on hand if its services are needed. 

Lieut. George Meehan, Company B, Second I[n- 
fantry—I don't know whether there will be a war 
or not, but, if there is, the members of the Na- 
tional Guard will not take advantage of techni- 
calities to avoid service, There will be no 
“flanking.” The only objection would be against 
losing the identity of the organization. They 
would not want to be merged in other commands. 
If they can go as the First or Second Regiment 
every man will respond to the call. 

Capt. W. F. Knoch, Company E, First Infantry 
~—My boss are ready for business and only waiting 
for the call to duty. The command is well 
equipped. and well drilled. They are watching 
closely the correspondence between the two coun- 
tries, and, if war is declared, they will not be un- 
prepared. The guardsmen are enthusiastic, and 
throughout the entire regiment there is an earnest 
desire to chastise the insolent little republic on 
the Pacific. 

Capt. Bogg, Company A, Second Infantry—I do 
not think there willbe a war. I do not think 
matters will go so far. Wemay get out to San 
Francisco, but by that time our navy will have 
settled the affair. The boys are ready and will- 
sak inciteemb, Wendi eel ouieaentlirae 

. Weare can 
‘put a tommand in field: at a mo- 
ment’s notice, I haven't allowed my men to dis- 
ctiss the matter, but simply told them to hold 
themselves in readiness for duty when called 


upon. 

Sergt. William Graham, First Infantry—I have 
not as yet formed an opinion in regard to this 
matter and have not heard it generally discussed 
among themen. We are ready, though, and I 
believe if called out for duty the response of mem- 
bers will be general. 

Sergt. McConnell, Company D, Second Infantry 
—The boys are ready for duty and I think there 
willbeno “flunking” on their part. Itis my 
opinion that we will be sent at first to guard the 
border, taking the place of the regular troops. It 
would seem to me advisable todo that at first, 
as it would break the men into “ roughing it,” 
Marching overland and enduring hardships are 
altogether different matters from drilling in an 
armory. 


FOR TRANSPORTATION OF TROOPS 


The Western Roads That Will Probably 
Get the Bulk of the Trafic, 

The transportation of troops tothe West 
has not been much discussed by the railroads, 
but ifany movement takes place the Union 
Pacific wilt probably get the bulk of the 
traffic owing to the fact that it is a land-grant 
road from Omaha to Ogden. _Land-grant 
roads cede the riglt to use their tracks free 
of charge to the government in war time, but, 
owing to the fact that Uncle Sam is not the 
possessor of any rolling stock, for each sol- 
dier transported a charge of 50 per cent of the 
tariff rates will be made. 

Assistant President John Dunn of the Tii- 
nois Central does not anticipate any wonder- 
ful increase of business. Owing to treaty 
regulations the Isthmus of Panama 1s neutral 
ground and troops cannot be transported 
across it. That shuts off the movement of 
troops te the South via New Orleans and Gal- 
veston, as the journey from there to the west 
coast via the Southern Pacific is imprac- 
ticable. The Illinois Central, however, is a 
land grant road and may catch a little of the 
business. 

The Santa ¥é’s only land grant territory is 
in Kansas, and it would be affected only by 
the transportation of troops from Forts Leav- 
enworth and Riley.

CHILE SECURES A NEW CRUISER, 


Armstrongs Are Pushing Work ona High 
Speed 3,000-Ton Vessel. .: 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 25.—Authentic 
information was received here today from 
England that the Chilean’ Government has 
just purchased the new cruiser now being 
built at Armstrong’s ship-yard, New Castle, 
and that its completion is being rapidly 
pushed. This vessel is described as a high- 
speed 3,000-ton cruiser, very similar to the 
cruiser “‘ Twenty-fifth of May,’”’ recently con- 
structed by the same firm for the Argentine 
Republic. 


HAS ONE THOUSAND MEN READY.

New York, Jan. 25.—Qne thousand men 
have already had their names enrolled in the 
“First New York Volunteeer Infantry for 
Chilean Service,” and today Col. James C.

MUST APOLOGIZE OR FIGHT, 


Crisis at Which the Chilean Controversy 
Has Now Arrived. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 25.—[Special. ]— 
Chile’s future reste with herself, She must 
either apologize or fight. That is the solu- 
tion of the situation as it is understood in 
Washington tonight after ali the facts bearing 
on the case have been fully digested. 

What of the Congress of the United States? 
Congress will back up the President in the 
stand he has taken and will give him what- 
ever additional authority may be needed 
still to secure the safety of the hum- 
blest sailor who wears the uniform of the 
United States. The delay asked for by Cinle 
in giving a reply to the ultimatum will not be 
denied. President Harrison has no objection 
to letting it be known how Congress feeis, and 
a delay of a day or two will have no effect on 
the policy of the committees. While Minister 
Egan’s dispatch merely makes known the re- 
quest for delay, it 1s»certain he has been in- 
structed by this government to wait a day or 
two. So diplomatic relations continue for 


4 the present, while Congress is making up its 


mind how best to uphold the position taken 
by the President. 
Will Move at Once. 


The calm judgment of those who know 
most of the circumstances is that in the end 
Chile will apologize. President Harrison’s 
message has destroyed her credit im Europe. 
No government on the earth will be found 
ready to float a loan for Chile in order that it 
may try conclusions at arms with the United 
States, It will not be able to get either the

Mr. Hitt of Tlinois, the leader of the Re- 
publican minority on the Foreign Affairs 
committee, said: “I like the message very 
muth—ite tone, its spirit, ite fullness, its 
vigor.

With the patience which has been 
shown in the affair thus far, and which will be 
exercised in the fnture, I think the trouble 
will be settled without war. But patience can 
be exhausted. I think thecountry ought to be 
ready for whatever may be required.” Mr. 
Hitt called attention at the same time to the 
fact that‘the conclusion reached was a sever- 
ance of diplomatic relations as indicative of 
the aonservative policy shown. He called 
attention to the lateness of the request for 
Egan’s recall as showing the spirit of delay 
which Chile had manifested, No additional 
facts existed since October on which to base 
the request, The exchange of Ministers would 
take a long time, and ‘it looked to him as if 
the only object was delay. One of the great 
causes of complaint was procrastination and 
delay. No doubt one cause of delay was the 
disturbed state of affairs, and the government, 
recognizing this, had been very patient, but 


‘tthe goverument’s duty was to protect our 


citizens. 

Mr. ‘O’Donnell of Michigan, a member of 
the Foreign Affairs committee, said: ‘“‘The 
message is very patriotic and shows high re- 
gard for American citizenship and American 
interests. The positions are weil taken and 
admirably expressed. This message is worthy 
of thé Executive and will meet the approval of 
the American people.”’ 

“T am in favor,” said Representative Har- 
mer of Pennsylvania, another member of 
the Foreign Affairs committee, “of requir- 
mg, Under every condition, due respect for 
the fag and the rights of American citizens 
under that flag wherever they may be. If our 
country can receive reparation and satisfac- 
tion without the awful consequence of war 
would avoid it, but not at the sacrifice of the 
flag and the rights of our citizens.”

Mr. Springer of Illinois said: “The Pres- 
ident’s message seems to be entifely ex parte 
in its statements and does not disclose the case 
presented by the Clilean Government. I 
presume the case of Chile will appear in the 
correspondence, and after all the facts are 
known the probabilities are that the case will 
be presented in a different light. In any 
event the facta are disputed, and while they 
are. in dispute we would not be justified in 
going' to war without further investigation. 
There ‘is fe necessity for haste, and Iam satis. 
fied that when this investigation shall have 
been wbeade and it is found that the Chilean 
Government is to viame, that governinent will 
make ample apology and reparation. If the

Iam strongly 
in favor of mediation, but not on the part of 
Engidnd. I think there is no necessity for 
war. I see it stated that England will medi- 
ate, but arbitration, I think, should be at the 
hands of one of ‘the independent central re- 
publics, certainlgnot -by England, which has 
large itterests ih Chile... Mediation at its 
hands might be tinged with the large interests 
England has in the Chilean trade.”

HOW THE SENATE RECEIVED IT. 


The Interest Was Intense and Every One 
Present Listened (Carefully. 

Wasutveron, D. C., Jan. 25.—[Special. }—In 
the Senate from the moment the body was 
called to order the interest in the coming 
message was intense but subdued. Senators 
made a pretense of attending to ordinary 
routine business. It was hard work. They 
knew the message would soon be there. 
Hardly a Senator was absent ftom the Cham- 
ber. ‘Che only UVemocratic member of the 
Foreign Relations committee not in his seat 
was Butler of South Carolina, who is ovt of 
town. Senator Morgan, the leader of the 
minority on that commiuttee, came in late 
with a handful of books which he put on. his 
desk as though he expected to have occasion 
to refer to them in tling precedents and 
other wmatters of Giplomatic usage. His 
colleagues, Gray and Kenna, moved about 
nervously but expectantly. On the Repub- 
lican side Senator Sherman, the Chairman of 
the committee, was in consultation with. his 
colleagues, Senators Frye; Davis, and His- 
cock, Senator Dolph was not on hand. 

A few minutes after 12 a telegram from the 
White House announced that the message had 
left the Executive Mansion, This was whis- 
pered around among the Senators, who knew 
they would not have long to wait. After a 
half hour more of uncertainty Private Secre- 
tary Halford appeared in company with Sec- 
retary Pruden. Pruden had a big bundle un- 
der his arm. “The message and.the cor-: 
respondence,”’ said everybody. Just at that 
minute Senator Cullom was on the floor 
awaiting recognition to introduce a bill. The 
Vice-President nodded, saying, “The Senator 
from Illinois.” ‘* Mr. President,"’ said Sen- 
ator Cullom, but did not get any further. Old 
Isaac Bassett had gone down the aisle at a 
faster gait than he has traveled for years, and 
was bowing and scraping to the Vice-Presi- 
dent. In time he got the Vice-President’s 
eye and announced “A message from the 
President of the United States.’’ He then 
carried the message and the accompanying 
documents to the desk. 

Vice-President Morton nodded again at 
Senator Cullom, who introduced his bills. 
Then other members droned along resolutions 
and bills of all sorte, Senator Sherman 
slipped upto the Vice-President’s desk and 
had a moment’s chat with the occupant of the 
chair. Hedid not, however, examine the doc- 
uments. Routme work went on for ten or 
fifteen minutes. Thea everything being 
cleared up, Vice-President Morton directed 
the clerk to begin the reading of the message. 

The attention was close and painful. Sen- 
ator Carlisle listened as though he were 
skeptical, but his looks belied his real feel- 
ings. Senator Gray movéd up and took a 
front seat, where he could hear everything, 
Senators Manderson and Faulkner followed 
the reading with a printed copy before them. 


“Stewart of Nevada made a picture by himself 


on one of the back seats. Hawley and Hoar 
listened with the keenest interest, as though 
the whole subject was new to them. Cush 
Davis kept his hand to his ear so that he 
might not miss a word. 

There could be no doubt about the deep im- 
pression which the message was making on 
the Senate. From the beginning to the end a 
whisper could have been heard through the 
Senate Chamber. The Senate never approves 
by public demonstration, but at times some 
Senators did nod their heads as though in- 
dorsing the strong and patriotic sentiments of 
President Harrison. : 

The reading took probably half an hour. 
When it was concluded Senator Sherman was 
at once recognized by the Chair. He said 
briefly that in view of the gravity and 1m- 
portance of the subject matter he did not de- 
sireto say anything now except to have the 
message and documents referred to the For- 
eign Relations committee.

dents leadmg up to the disturbance of the re- 
lations of the two countries. It cannot be 
doubted after reading these letters that an of- 
fensive espionage was kept up on the legation, 
that Minister Egan was harassed with insult- 
ing letters, tliat his servants ana attendants 
were arrested without offense, though he was 
following the instrucnons of his government 
and was sustained in his position both by the 
President and the Secretary of State, since he 
had rejected utterly the charges of the Chil- 
ean Foreign Minister that these refugees, in 
collusion with their friends outside, were or- 
ganizing a conspiracy against the government. 

It was during this trouble about the refugees 
that the Baltimore outrage occurred. Mr. Egan 
reported it Oct. 18 to the State Department, 
with his opinion that it was premeditated. 
Five days later Commander Schley’s report 
was made. The reply of Acting Secretary 
Wharton, 'in Mr. Blaine’s absence, was digni- 
fied and respectful and contained no menace, 
as the Chileans have contended. There -was 
no provocation in it for the irsolent answer 
of Sefior Matta. It simply called the atten- 
tion of the Chilean Government to the out- 
rage; inquired, not demanded, if there were 
any explanation ; and expressed the belief that, 
if the facts were as stated, Chile would offer 
prompt and full reparation. Oct. 28 the ht- 
headed Matta replied that “ the United States 
formulates demands and advances threats 
that without being cast back with acrimony 
are not acceptable nor could they be accepted 
in the present case nor in any other of like 
nature.”’ A few days later Capt. Schley’s re- 
port was comnitnicated to the Chiledn Gov- 
ernment, accompanied by a request for an 
inquiry, the punishment of the guilty parties, 
and reparation for their offenses. To this the 
Chilean Minister answered, without any hint 
of regret for the affair, that an inquiry would 
be made.

had been uttered. When questioned whether 
this note represented the attitude of the gov 
értiment Sefior Matta declared it was its 
official act and was intended as its instructions 
for the guidance of the Chilean Minister at 
Washington. ‘Under such, circumstances as 
these the United States Government was 
forced to take notice of the iasultmg com- 
munication. Pending its consideration Min- 
ister Egan suspended all communication with 
the officious Minister, and receiving no in- 
structiGns to attend the inauguration of the 
new Chilean President Dec. 22 absented him- 
self, 

Jan. 8 Secretary Blaine instructed Minister 
Egan to inquire whether the language offen- 
sive to the President and other United States 
officials would be withdrawn and whether safe 
conduct out of the country would be guaran- 
teed to the refugees. To the first request 
Minister Egan could obtain no reply. The 
sécond was conceded, but it will be remem- 
bered that subsequently the Chileans declared 
‘they would arrest the refugees at any port 
where they might be landed from the vessel 
Beceiving them from the Yorktown. Jan. 16

In answer to the question how he proposed to 
supply 600,000 cubic feet of water to the big 
channel he intended to dig Mr. Cooley said: 
The question is not how' to get the water, but 
how to take care of the water that falls on the 
Chicago watershed. Careful measurements show 
that a stream of 600,000 cubic feet capacity will be 
none too large to accommodate this flood, and 
that is the reason for thé provision in the law. 


If Mr. Cooley is sincere in his reply he 
wishes to have a great double-sized gash cut 
in the solid rock for fifteen miles from Willow 
Springs to Lockport, simply in order that the 
semi-occasional storm waters of the Upper 
Desplaines may not overflow the rocky bottom 
of the valley between Willow Springs end 
Joliet. That is all it would do.. 

The big cut will not prevent the storm water 
which is on Mr. Cooley’s brain from over- 
flowing at the Summit and reaching the Chi- 
cago River unless a dam is erected there with 
a check géte at the cost of a few thousand dol- 
lars. -Thése dreaded storm waters, it may be 
remarked, get on the rampage forfrom three 
to six days once in four or five years, The 
last experience with thém was in 1887. But 
the same dam and gate would do the work 
just as effectually if the capacity of the chan- 
nel ffom Willow Springs onward were less 
than Mr. Coole} proposes. 

Hence, while Mr. Cooley’s fifteen-mile, 
double-capacity rock cut will not do away 
with the necessity fora storm-water protec- 
tion at the Sammut, it will involve an un- 
necessary expenditure for construction of 
from ten to twelve million dollars. It is true 
that the outlay of that sum will protect.from 
an overflow that does no damage the rock 
bottom of the Desplaines Valiey below 
Willow Springs, but it is not the duty of Chi- 
cago to squander its money for such a pur- 


So if Mr. Cooley tells the truth he wants a 
double-capacity rock cut costing ten or twelve 
millions more than is necessary to make pro- 
vision for the removal of some storm water 
which does no injury. But this answer can- 
not be looked on as an honest one. Mr. 
Cooley has been contending for the continu- 
ous dilution of Chicago sewage with 600,000 
cubic feet of lake water, and also for a grand 
ship canal navigation from the lake into his 
rock cut. Isitto be assumed that he ‘has 
abandoned these projects and, instead of mak- 
ing provision for 600,000 feet of lake water all 
the time, ig thinking only of 600,000 feet of 
storm water once every fouror five years? He 
is simply dodging the question how 600,000 
cubic feet of water can be passed through the 
Drainage District. 

But assuming that Mr. Cooley does tell the 
truth, what do Messrs. Altpeter, Boldenweck, 
and Eckhart think of their new leader and his 
program? | Do they still think they are follow- 
ing an engineering light, or is it dawning on 
them that they are pursuig awill o’ the wisp? 
Are they pleased with an outlay of ten or more 
millions for the sole benefit of the Valley of 
the Desplaines? If they are not familiar with 
that territory they should visit it and see it 
and see whether they think the expenditure is 
needed, | 

While Mr. Cooley is talking of storm waters 
and the necessity of guarding against their 
baneful effects onthe uncultivable lands of 
the Lower Desplaines, the people of this city 
are compelled to depend on the imperfect 
driblet of dilution furnished by the Bridgeport 
works.

The New York World says: 


Two weeks azo Mr. Cleveland decided to an- 
nounce his positive and final withdrawal ond the 
Presidential contest. He communicated his de- 
termination to a few of his most intimate friends. 
They urged him almost vehemently not to do so. 

Finally, against his own inclination, he agreed to 
postpone the announcement for a short time.

It is said further that Mr; Cleveland’s desire 
to get out of the apntest is dub to the fact that 
he believes he will not get the momination— 
that Senator Hill has the better of him in his 
own State of New York, and that his bitter op- 
ponents have control of the machine in a num- 
ber of othet important States.

About four years ago he was the unanimous 
choice of his party. For a long time after his 
defeat that unanimity remained unaltered.

If WE SHOULD FIGHT! 

The Boston Hérald gives an interesting 
sumutary of point’ in international law that 
would be important in case of war between 
the United States and Chile. Such an event 
wonld bring into prominence certain points 
about which congidera erable dispute has long 
etisted. What is .termed international lew is 
really nothing more than international usage as 
determined by precedents, treaty agreement, 
or the opinions of learned writers on the sub- 
ject, and from the decisions rendered by the 
courts of civilized countries. No general 
compilation of the laws and customs existing 
between nations has ever received the unquali- 
fied recognition of the civilized world, and the 
only remedy for a breach of the law is for the 
aggrieved nationto make war upon the of- 
fender. A flagrant disregard of ‘its provis- 
fons might bring the penalty of war with a 
numberof nations. Butiftwo powerful na- 
tions such as England and Russia or England 
and the United States were to combine, the 
alliance thus formed might bid defiance to 


‘the world and distegard international law with 


impunity. ' 

The United States has a real casus belli 
against Chile. Our. sailors have been mur- 
dered and maltreated simply because they 
wore our uniform, Chile has insulted this 
couutry by the éurtness and insolence of its 
official correspondence, failed even to express 
regret for the Valparaiso outrage, though a 
dignified demand was made and more than 
ample time allowed for the purpose. Con- 
gress could declare war tomorrow without 
violating the laws established by Christianity, 
by humanity, or by the usage of the most en- 
lightened nationé. It is likely that such a war 
would throw considerable light on the attitude 
of nations on the coal question, which in re- 
cent years has become far more prominent 
than it used to be. A neutral State must not 
supply financial or military aid to eithér bel- 
ligerent, must not permit the use of its terri- 
tory for the transit of troops or asa base of 
operations, nor supply either with articles that 
are contraband of war. Coal supplied to a 
cruiser may be used as effectively as arms and 
ammunition, but there is a disposition to allow 
a belligerent vessel to take on board a small 
supply of coal provided it does not take more 
than enough to. enable it to proceed direct 
to the nearest home port. Both Great 
Bnitain and the United States have issued 
orders that such supplies must not be fur- 
nished oftener than once in three :nonths, 
The disposal of the Capitan Prat, if war be 
declared before itis delivered by its French 
builders to the Chilean Government, is another 
matter. It night be an act of war on the 
part of France, the case being similar to that 
of the two warships which were built in Scot- 
land for the Confederates during the Civil 
Wat and sdiled with the consentof Great 
Britain. The vessel may have been already 
delivered secretly, in which case it might be 
allowed to depart at any time after war was 
declared provided no additional guns or other 
‘war material “were placed on board. But it 
could go beyond French territory and receive 
its equipment on the high seas or at some 
point where it could evade the authorities of a 
neutral government, though unless the crew 
were already enlisted it could not be recruited 
except in Chile and on the high seas after a 
declafation of war. A .powetful factor in 
favor of the United States in this matter is to 
be'found in the. relations existing between:

Prisoners are treated 
with the utmost humanity, private property 
respected to the utmost limit, and the peace- 
ful pursuits of non-combatants are not inter- 
fered with any more than can be helped. The 
destructive powers of modern weapons are 

but the natural result is that wars 
ne shor? yee the total destrustion of life 
and propérty is less than formerly. The 
poisoning of bullets and water springs is 
forbidden, though the water supply may be 
cut off from a beleaguered city, and in cage of 
bombardment the fire is confined as far as 
possible to the fortifications and public works. 
The sentiment of the age is opposed to bom- 
bardment where no resistance is offered, and 
those in attendance upon the sick and wounded, 
whether by iand ur sea, are not molested. The 
Herald suggests that the United States might 
in this case make reprisals upon Chilean war 
vessels without declaring war upon the nation. 


THE BARGAIN RATIFIED. 

At the meeting of the Drainage Board Sat- 
urday Mr, M. E. Stone was elected Treasurer. 
Mr. Stone 1s ,the Vice-President of the Globe 
National Bank. Mr. Eckhart, who is a mem- 
ber of the board, is one of the directors. Mr. 
Eckhart is the individual who was elected 
Trustee by the Republicans last fall, and who, 
immediately after election, went over to Mr. 
Cooley, who was elected by the Democrats, 
and put himself at his service. . When this 
political treachery on his part became known 
it was supposed by the charitable ones that 
he had been fool enough to make written 
pledges prior to the election in order to secure 
Democratic support, and that he was ashaméd 
to break them.

Mr. Wenter has been made President. Mr. 
Cooley has been given fuli charge as far as 
the Chief Engineer and his assistants are con- 
cerned. Mr. Eckhart has now been per- 
mitted to select the Treasurer and to look 
after the finances of the board. The sum 
which it has on deposit now is over $700,000 
and is increasing steadily. When the Cooley- 
ites held their caucus Fnday Mr. Eckhart 
was present, and put hia fellow bank director 
in nomination. Une might imagine that he 
would have felt some delicacy about doing so, 
in view of the reports that his secession to 
Cooley was due to the promise of that par- 
ticular office, but fine perceptions and a tender 
conscience do not seem to be among Mr. 
Eckhart’s mental possessions. 

The other members of the board seemingly 
were slow in keeping faith with Mr. Eckhart, 
but that was because they had the difficult 
task to perform of getting rid of Mr. Byron 
L. Smith, who had been Treasurer for two 
years. They did not venture to oust him 
directly, and were compelled to freeze him 
out by pase.ng resolutions calling on him to 
do some uunecessary and inconvenient things. 
Finally Mr. Smith was disposed of and then 
Mr. Eckhart gottis reward, It is possible in 
view of the dullness of his perceptions, and 
his evident indifference to public sentiment, 
that he will think he has done a good stroke 
of busifiess since he wan elected Trustee. So 
much the better for him, for if he were a sen- 
sitive man he would be a very unhappy one, 


Tux editor of tha Louisville Courier-Journal 
still insists that it would be the climax of dis- 
grace if the Democratic House were to take the 
duties off wool and let the compensatory duties 
stand.

Why is not he 
willing to make wool free for the benefit of 
the Northern and Southern sheep-owners? 
How will the consumer be harmed thereby? 
Uaquestiohably, if wool is made free, the 
compensatory duties should go, but this paper 
cannot sée why Mr. Watterson should refuse 
to free one set of men from what he calls
